BERLIN (AP)—The Soviet Un- 
ion Tuesday stepped up the cam- 
paign to get the Allies out of West 


center. 


The Soviet Embassy in East 
Berlin summoned its first news 
conference in four years to assert 
that West Berlin is a hotbed of 
anti-Soviet espionage. 


The charges came on the heels 
of a warning in Moscow by Prav- 
da, the Soviet Communist party 
newspaper, that the Soviet Union 
will end the four-power occupation 
of Berlin—with or without West- 
ern consent. 


In the past week, the Soviet Un- 
ion has repeatedly claimed the Al- 
lies have violated the spirit of oc- 
cupation agreements and should 
get. out of West Berlin, an island 
inside Soviet-run East Germany. 

Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev said last week the Soviets 
are giving up their occupation 
rights in East Berlin and advised 
the Allies to do the same,

Vessel Radios 


CHARLEVOIX, Mich. (UPI) — 
A 615-foot cargo ship radioed late 
Tuesday it was breaking in half 
in gale-swept northern Lake Mich- 
igan and the ship apparently went 
down with all 36 crewmen. 


The Carl D. Bradley, a lime- 
stone carrier bound from lower 
Lake Michigan to Rogers City, 
Mich., on Lake Huron, broadcast 
the international distress signal at 
5:50 p.m. (EST). 


“We've broken in half. We're 
going down,” was the last word 
from Capt. Roland Bryan of the 
Bradley. 

FREIGHTERS INVESTIGATE 

Hours after the abandon - ship 


call was received, two freighters 
at the reported location of the 


Bradley found evidence that the 
ship had gone down, but no sur- 
vivors. 


Coast Guard headquarters at 
Cleveland and stations along the 
Great Lakes said although all in- 
dications were the vessel sank, 
they had not definitely confirmed 
the disaster. 


The German motor ship Satori 
was the first rescue vessel to 
reach the scene. An hour and a 
half after the Satori started its 
searchlight search over the chop- 
py waters, the Robert C. Stanley 
steamed into the area. 


A twin-engine Grumman Alba- 
tross seaplane from the Coast 
Guard station at Traverse City 
made two flights to the area with 
loads of flares but had found no 
further trace of the ship. 
DROPS FLARES 

On the second flight, the plane 
radioed the Satori and during its 
entire run with the second load of 
flares, the plane dropped the 
flares directly in front of the Sa- 
tori. 

At one peint, the pilot of the 
plane said the winds must be 
blowing “90 knots,” which a 
Coast Guard spokesman indicated 
was. roughly 100 miles an hour.

NON-NUCLEAR 


He suggested as ‘‘non-nuclear’”’ 
Western members Sweden and 
Argentina. 


France, India and the United 
Arab Republic, he suggested, 
would be the other members of 
the group. 


Zorin, at his press conference 
and later before the political com- 
mittee, made clear that the Soviet 
Union would not insist on a spe- 
cific composition of the prepara- 
tory group or of the subsequent 
outer space commission. The 
membership, he said, could be 
“subject to negotiation.”” The 
preparatory group, he added, 
should report its findings to next 
year’s session of the General As- 
sembly. 


Zorin presented the new pro- 


posal as a ‘‘tangible step for- 
ward” toward the international 
control of outer space, which 
many nations here have sought. 
He called it also a “genuinely 
acceptable”’ move, which the po- 
litical committee and the General 
Assembly might well accept unan- 
imously.

Raw Courage M arked 


Victory Over Tarawa 


Fifteen years ago today Americans 
had a lesson in geography, raw courage 
and the cost of “not enough.” 

The classroom was Betio Island, 
Tarawa atoll, in the South Pacific. The 
teachers were U.S. Marines, put ashore 
and supported by the Navy. 

The attack had been prepared in haste 
and made without enough information 
about the battlefield and its defense. 

Hanson L. Baldwin, writing in last 
Sunday’s New York Times Magazine, said: 
“=. . the greatest lesson learned was 
the oldest lesson of war. Tarawa was won 
by stout hearts beneath the khaki shirts, 
by men willing to die. For the red badge 
of courage, war—and life itself—knows 
no.substitute.” 

On the 15th anniversary of a battle 
immortal in American history, we pause 
a moment in prayerful thanksgiving to 
those men, living and dead, who fought 
from a front line on a coral reef to a 
beachhead on the sand, who took an 
island and an atoll because of courage 
they had enough.

Waters of the Nile Are 
Again Making History 


In Sudan, another of Egypt's neigh- 
bors, one of the few remaining parliamen- 
tary democracies has been overthrown, In 
its place a military dictatorship is being 
installed. The latter, of course, is never 
something to be happy about. 

Apparently a major cause of the re- 
volt, which was a peaceful coup d’etat by 
Gen. Ibrahim Abboud, was the Sudan's 
relations with Egypt. Point of contention 
seems not to have been President Nas- 
ser’s designs on the Sudan’s independence 
nor does Pan-Arabism seem to have teen 
a prime cause. The real question involves 
the waters of the Nile. 

The Sudan wants a system of dams 
and storage in the upper waters of this 
vital river which runs through its terri- 
tory into Egypt. President Nasser wants 
his Aswan Dam without the others. 
He seemed to be winning the argument 
when the revolt occurred. Whether this 
dispute precipitated the action in protest 
to reconciliation with Nasser still must 
be determined. 

The Sudan potentially is a far-richer 
territory than is Egypt. To date her lJead- 
ers have shown no desire for integration 
into Nasser’s Arab empire. 

As in Iraq, where those who staged 


the revolt have resisted Nasser’s ambi- 


tions, the Sudan is in danger of Com- 
munist infiltration. An eventual Com- 
munist takeover in Iraq has become a real 
danger since the new regime has ‘ifted

Sen. Johnson Shows 
Qualities of Statesman 


By virtue of the Democratic land- 
slide in the congressional elections, Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas as- majority 
leader in the U.S. Senate holds responsi- 
bilities exceeded only by the President 
and perhaps one or two others in the na- 
tional government. 


In the past Sen. Johnson has demon- 
strated an ability to rise above partisan- 
ship in supporting measures in the best 
interests of the nation. 


Monday, before a United Nations com- 
mittee studying the outer space prob- 
lem, the Texan continued to show his 
sense of responsibility. Appearing at the 
request of President Eisenhower, he told 
the committee not to mistake “the essen- 
tial unity of the American people.” He 
reminded its members that United States’ 
outer space proposals have the backing of 
both parties as well as that of the Presi- 
dent. 

“We of the United States,” said Mr. 
Johnson, “do not acknowledge that there 
are landlords of outer space who can 
presume to bargain with the nations of 
the earth on the price of access to their 
new domain. ... Men who have worked 
together to reach the stars are not likely 
to descend together into the depths of 
war and desolation.” 

While the resolution for which he 
spoke calls for international cooperation 
through the United Nations in explora- 
tion of outer space as the concern of all 
mankind, Sen. Johnson served another 
purpose. He told the committee and the 
world that although the President’s party: 
was defeated badlv, there is no division 
on national objectives of peace and in ful- 
filling our world role. 

All the American people are in debt 
to the Texas senator for his patriotism 
and sane approach.

Keeping Schools Open 
Is the Big Challenge 


Georgians continue to show their wor- 
ry about possible closing of the public 
school system. They are looking at the 
price they may have to pay to maintain 
totally segregated schools and finding it 
heavy indeed. And, of course, the final 
choice will be theirs whether it be next 
year or years afterward. 


Here in Atlanta the West End-Cascade 
Heights Civitan Club and the executive 
committee of the Cascade Elementary 
School PTA have adopted resolutions 
backing a local option plan such as pro- 
posed by Mayor: Hartsfield. 


The prospect of no schools yesterday 
brought a go-slow statement from Quim- 
by Melton Jr., a Georgia editor and leg- 
islator who has been a stanch supporter of 
segregation. Said Mr. Melton: “The dire 
consequences of shutting down the pub- 
lic school system of Georgia are as un- 
thinkable in my mind as is the mixing of 
the races in the classrooms of Georgia.” 


The legislator is quoted further: “I 
am opposed to the surrender of the pub- 
lic school system of Georgia under any 
circumstances unless something equally 
gpod and offering equal opportunities to 
all our children is offered as a substi- 
tute. . . . Education for the children of 
only the wealthier parents and illiteracy 
for all the rest would be a heinous crime 
resulting in utter disaster.” 


It is not so simple a matter as just 
“throwing in the towel” or surrender. The 
real test of Georgia leadership to come 
up with some method cof preserving the 
public school system transcends the im- 
portance of any individual. If it resolves 
itself into a question of sacrificing educa- 
tion for a generation of Georgia children, 
the price would be an incalculable burden.

Public Told This Time 


Of Insurance Changes 


The prompt manner in which adjust- 
ments in “home owners’ package” insur- 
ance policy rates was announced Monday 
contrasts sharply with the air of secrecy 
prevailing in February when Commis- 
sioner Zack Cravey approved increases for 
other type policies.

The public can only hope that Com- 
missioner Cravey investigated thor- 
oughly this time, in contrast to his laxity 
last February, before stamping his ap- 
proval on new rates. 
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Proposed Army-Marine Manpower Cut 


Called Dangerous To Country’s Security 


Atlanta — Army and Marine 
Corps manpower cuts are alarm- 
ing to us who have some knowl- 
edge of the over-all strength of 
the forces as compared to com- 
mitments around the world. 

It was precisely the kind of 
reasoning ascribed to the secre- 
tary of defense that brought about 
the tragedy of the beginning of 
the war in Korea. B36 bombers 
were substituted for fighting sel- 
diers prior to that conflict. In 
the actual fighting, B36s were 
markedly absent while W.W. II 
B29s_ carried the bombs and 
clerks, truck drivers, typists and 
raw recruits learned how to fight 
while in battle. 

To the Department of Defense, 
a cut of 30,000 from the Army’s 
900,000 and 25,000 from the Ma- 
rine’s 175,000 cannot be more than 
a gesture; the money saving is 
negligible. To the services, how- 
ever, these are far from being 
token cuts. 

The cut of the Marine Corps 
means elimination of a full divi- 
sion plus supporting troops. 

The Army cut means closing 
of two to three installations and 
stripping training detachments. 
This. is extremely dangerous. 

There are only four - divisions 
designated for the protection of 
the whole continental United 
States. 

Korea was expensive in lives, 
money and prestige but it was 
limited. A similar recklessness in 
the face of a global threat is 
unthinkable.

Sometimes. we hear of persons who have 
been worried to death by details.

It does not now seem that all 
this really served the interests 
of any kind of liberal Democrat. 
The Republicans, even those not 
desperate to have Rockefeller as 
their 1960 nominee, are watching 
current professional liberal de- 
velopments with pleased interest.

My thought here concerns those 
trifles which are of little value 
and ought not to be given .atten- 
tion, but which when magnified 
in our imaginations cripple our 
thoughts and hamper the full pos- 
sibilities of our lives. 

The effect of trifles is some- 
thing to which we are all vulner- 
able. We live in situations in 
which trivial things like snoring 
husbands, empty gas tanks and 
noisy neighbors greatly irritate 
us. These irritations, when we 
dwell on them, become annoy- 
ances and annoyances have a 
way in time of beceming deeply 
seated resentments. 

Long ago a Hebrew poet wrote 
a sentence which has an enduring 
truth: “Catch us the foxes, the 
little foxes that spoil the vine- 
yard” (Song of Solomon 2:15). 
These little foxes are the trifles 
that make sour the wine of life. 
What can we do about them? 

First, we must learn to live in

situations in whicn they exist, 
that is, if there is really nothing 
that can be done about them. And, 
of course, there are some trifles 
over which we have no control 
and about which we can do next 
to nothing. To resign ourselves to 
their disturbing influences and toe 
make up our minds that they 
have to be put up with bring a 
healing effect into our lives. 

A friend who dabbles in psy- 
chology says that every home 
ought to have a door that is used 
only for kicking purposes. Every- 
one, he thinks, needs a door he 
can kick. This offers release for 
pent-up emotions. I am not sure 
I agree with my friend. If we 
take to kicking doors, we are 
likely to begin to kick ourselves, 
then our friends and life itself. 
Finally, we end up by complain- 
ing about God. 

Better than kicking doors is to 
master our thinking and to con- 
trol our emotions. If this kicking 
is about the kind of inevitable cir- 
cumstances over which we have 
no power, then we are better off 
if we admit that we are power- 
less and accept these trifles. But 
there are trifles about which we 
can do something, and I shall 
mention these tomorrow.

Norfolk Votes 3-2 


For Shut Schools

a citizen would have had to pay 
his poll taxes in March. 


The ballot, as drawn by the city 
council, put the question as fol- 
lows: 


“Shall the council of the city of 
Norfolk, pursuant to state law, 
petition the governor to return to 
the city control of the schools, 
how closed, to be opened by the 
city on an integrated basis as re- 
quired by the federal court?” 


The turnout in the election was 
about what politicians here had 
predicted. In statements made 
last week to the press they fore- 
cast a total vote of between 20,000 
and 25,000. The vote total was 
21,026. The largest turnout in | 
Norfolk’s history was for the 1956 | 
presidential election when 36,000 
voted. 


The referendum was unique in 
Norfolk voting history, because 
this city’s strong Democratic or- 
ganization stayed out of the cam- 
paign. The only organized forces 
were the committee for public 
schools, which is opposed to mas- 
sive resistance, and the Defenders 
who are supporters of the state 
stand against integration. 


Campaigning got off to a slow 
start. It was only this week that 
paid newspaper advertisements 
and sample guide ballots were 
distributed by the opposing sides. 


Only one rally was called after 
the referendum was announced, 
and that was sponsored by the 
' defenders. 


Rep. John Bell Williams, of 


Mississippi, spoke here last week | 


to about 1,000 boosters of mas- 
sive resistance. 


Ramifications of Tuesday’s vote 
could be great. Prior to the time 
the referendum was set in motion, 
the Norfolk Board of Education 
appealed to the city council to 
abandon plans for the referen- 
dum. 


They charged that to hold the 
referendum would settle nothing 
and would fan integration and 
segregation feelings. 


- The school board wanted the 
‘council to demand the return of 
the schools without a vote. When 
asked Tuesday night for a com- 
ment on the voting outcome, the 
school board members answered 
with a “no comment.” 


‘CLOSED SCHOOLS 


The closed schools—three high 
schools and three junior high 
‘schools—were shut down because 
‘the school board under federal 
court order enrolled 17 Negro 
students. 


Enrollment automatically trig- 
- gered the state’s massive resist- 
ance appartus. and shut school 
doors to 10,000 students. 


The committee for public school 
was immediately formed and 


served as a rallying point for per- 
sons wanting the schools opened 
with or withput integration. 


Segregation forces had been ex- 
pecting the closing of the schools 
and had set up an organization 
known as the Tidewater Educa- 
tional Foundation to continue 
schooling under a private system. 
But the Foundation movement all 
but collapsed when teachers re- 
fused to serve. 


TUTORING GROUPS 

The teachers instead have 
signed on with nonpartisan neigh- 
borhood tutoring groups meeting 


‘in churches, private homes and 


office buildings. 


About 5,000 of the idle students 
are enrolled in these groups. Al- 
/most 1,000 are going to nearby 
South Norfolk to emergency night 
classes, which begin at 4 p.m. and’ 
end at 9 p.m. 


Others have enrolled in nearby 
schools, and no fewer than 387 are 
attending schools outside Virginia.

But the big news in Russia is 
Khrushchev’s reorganization of 
industry, which was formerly 
managed in every detail from 
large cumbersome centralized 
ministries in distant Moscow. 
Those fortresses of Stalin’s bu- 
reaucracy were disbanded last 
year under Khrushchev’s bold 
new scheme for decentralized 
management of industry, and now 
most of Russia’s 200,000 enter- 
prises are run by 106 regional 
economic councils.

Their approval of Khrushchev’s 
reforms was uniform. But in Rus- 
sia everyone approves of every- 
thing until it is suddenly changed, 
and then they vigorously denounce 
what yesterday they vigorously 
approved, Yet there can be no 
doubt of the improvement and they 
claim an 11 per cent increase in 
the first half of this yéar over 
last. 


But there are bugs still to be 


ironed out. ‘“Sectionalism” has 
been the biggest problem. The 
government works out production 
plans for all the regions and the 
interrélations between the re- 
gions. At first the.new regional 
councils were more interested in 
overfulfilling their own goals 
(there is a bonus for overfulfill-' 
ment) than helping other regions 
fulfill theirs. 


NEW 7-YEAR PLAN 
Mr. Stepanov illustrated: 


“The Sverdlovsk region is rich 
in timber. Ukraine and Uzbekis- 


tan need timber. But some Sverd- | 


lovsk officials want all the local 
timber for local uses. As the old 
Russian proverb goes, “Your own 
shirt is closer to your body,” and 
to want to look after yourself first 
is only natural. But the regional 
councils must keep the interests 
of the state as a whole constantly 
in mind.” 

Announcement of the new So- 
viet seven-year plan was long over- 
due. But Khrushchev has recent- 
ly given us a little preview: The 
goals of 1972 will almost be 
reached by 1965 in steel, iron ore, 
cement, woolen goods, shoes, etc. 
Such spectacular growth must 
foresee even better results from 
the reorganization. And it looks 
as though the hard-working Rus- 
sians were in for a lot ‘more hard 
work — to catch up with Amer- 
ica.

down the yard, and turn this 
way and that way. It was won- 
derful.”’ 


Mr. Bright’s marching with 
the children, however, was a 
far cry from his marching days 
with the Guards. Here’s what 
his daughter, wife of Atlanta 
attorney Walter Aycock, said: 


“Father went in as a private 
at the beginning of World War 
I and was one of the first to 
win a medal on the battlefields 
of France. The Duke of Wind- 
sor, then Prince of Wales, was 
the commanding officer of the 
Guards then. My father worked 
up through the ranks and when 
he left the guards he was a 
lieutenant.”’ 


WOOED WIFE 


The young Atlantan said that 
“several years’’ after her fa- 
ther retired, he married and 
continued to live in London. It 
was while Walter Aycock was 
on duty in London during World 
War II that he wooed and won 
the pretty Joan Bright and 
brought her to Atlanta to live. 


“All the guards had to be 
six feet tall’ said Mrs. Ay- 
cock. “‘Father said he just did 
make it and since most of the 
guards were over six feet, they 
called him ‘Titch.’ That is the 
nickname we have in England 
for a person who is small.” 


Mrs. . Aycock went with her 
father to see the guards, stand- 
ing tall and picturesque before 
Buckingham Palace, while in 
London last year. 


“I was thrilled and proud that 
my father had served with the 
guards,”’ she said. 


ONLY REGIMENT 


The Grenadier Guards, (the 
first regiment of foot guards) 
is the only regiment in the Brit- 
ish Army to have earned its 
title directly as a result of the 
part it played in action. It had 
the word grenadier included in 
its title in commemoration of 
the First Guards having de- 
feated the Grenadiers of the 
French Imperial Guard at the 
famous Battle of Waterloo. 


This regiment was founded in 
1656 in Flanders. In that year 
King Charles was in exile while 
England lay under the military 
dictatorship of Oliver Crom- 
well. He formed a _ regiment 
known as the Royal Regiment 
of Guards, principally for the 
protection of the King’s person, 
and recruited from the loyal 
men who had followed him into 
exile. 


After the King’s restoration 
to the throne the regiment be- 
came known as the First Regi- 
ment of Foot Guards. It had 
fought in almost every major 
campaign of the British Army 
until the present day. 


In 1944, at Dunkirk, which the 
Regiment garrisoned under 
King Charles II two hundred 
and eighty four years before, it 
defended the perimeter under 
cover of which the embarkation 
of the British Army was made. 
Forty-four Battle Honours are 
now borne upon the colours of 
the regiment.

From the way the mail looks these days 
city editors over the land in about five 
years are going to be swamped by a 
rising tide of girl reporters. 


Within the last few weeks I’ve had a 
dozen letters from young women who are 
interested in newspapering as a career. 
The latest of these comes all the way 
from Hartsdale, N.Y., from 14-year-old 
Marion Smith, daughter of those erstwhile 
Georgians, Stanford and Martha Smith. 
(Stan, many of you will remember, was 
the executive secretary of the Georgia 
Press Assn. and Martha toiled intermit- 
tently in the vineyard of The Constitution's 
Women’s Department.) 


As attached as I am to city editors, 
I'm going to enjoy seeing them cope with 
this new generation of female reporters. 
Because, from the questions I get, these 
young maidens are going to be sharp 
traders, operating with a high degree of 
practicality, insisting on their rights and 
not much given to idealistic dreaming over 
remaking the world. 


Almost without exception they want to 
now first what the job pays, if women 
get as good assignments and as much 
money as men and what are the chances 
of advancement. Are the opportunities as 
great in the South as in the North, they 
wonder, and, pursuing this same practical 
vein, how can I best prepare myself for

a@ career as a reporter? 


These questions always put me at a 
disadvantage and I spend half a morning 
poking around trying te get together some 
facts about money and opportunities for 
advancement. I’ve never been very alert 
about these matters for a psychological 
reason probably. The first day I worked 
for a newspaper, a _ 16-year-old high 
schooler looking for Saturday employment, 
I was sent to interview a politician about 
a narcotics bill and became so fascinated 
by the story I labored over it half the 
night, not the least conscious of the fact 
that I was working for nothing. When they 
later started paying me $5 a week I was 
so touched that they weren't firing me 
that I wept. I keep being pleased and 
vaguely surprised that I’m on the payroll 
at all. (This is not a feasible attitude, I 
hasten to say. Employers have a dis- 
couraging tendency to accept you at your 
own evaluation.) 


As for. the opportunities for wormen, if 
a man hires you he must not have any 
prejudices against women reporters and 
will give you the same breaks—but maybe 
not the same pay—that he gives the boys. 
Some editors are leery of girls for the 
very good reason that from time to time 
they have encountered fragile types who 
can’t take bad weather or long hours and 
are squeamish about violence and death. 
(There are men who feel the same but 


somehow people either don’t find it out 
or don’t hold it against men.) 


The matter of reportorial ability ap- 
parently doesn’t have a thing to do with 
sex. It’s more a matter of native talent, 
training, curiosity, and perhaps a mix- 
ture of pride and responsibility. Good 
reporters, men or women, are working for 
themselves more than most people know. 
The city editor is a fairly omniscient fel- 
low, it’s true, but he’s not omnipresent. 
Since you’re on the scene and he’s not 
you might get by with a spotty story if 
you’re willing te settle for that. You can 
miss facts and he might not find it out. 
You can do an indifferent writing job and 
he probably won’t fire you, taking into 
consideration that your feet are wet and 
you were up all night. He might get 
somebody to rewrite your story and that’s 
more lacerating to a reporter with pride 
than anything else. Good reporters are 
their own severest critics, and most re- 
lentless taskmasters.

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A Third League 


NEW YORK (NANA)—The baseball financiers 
run their business with a smug belligerence, as if they 
were the benefactors of those who supported them with 
their patronage. Their descriptions of their operations 
suggest that they maintain institutions dedicated to the 
public’s benefit, and a man ignorant of their practices 
might confuse the function of a baseball company with 
the purposes of a free clinic concerned with the healing 
of flawed bodies and impaired minds. They insinuate 
that baseball is a summer festival that should be re- 
garded by tax collectors and law-enforcement agencies 
as much a municipal asset as a school, a park or a 


bathing beach. 


Their profits are seldom mentioned but they publicize their losses 
with a calculated grief, as if their bleak seasons were the responsi- 
bility of the buffs. They a people to pay to see games even 
when they are boring pantomimes per- 
formed by unskilled athletes. Absence 
from a ball park is considered a trea- 
sonous act by the impresarios. 


Some even suggest they play for 
the benefit of circulation managers and 
offer suggestions how the sports editor 
should play baseball news. No news- 
paper ever folded up because a team 
deserted a city, but the baseball men 
are offended if a fight story gets a 
bigger play. There are some exceptions 
but most of them are greedy hypocrites 
and they turn as yellow as an egg’s 
yolk if a politician demands their com- 
plicated industry should be investigated 
for abuses of the code under which 
other fields of commerce operate.

cently endorsed the creation of a third big league. The federation, 
according to William Shea, chairman of the group, would operate 
under the auspices of what the financiers piously named organized 
baseball or would try to do it alone as an independent outfit. 


—A Frivolous Society of Happy Sportsmen 


The committee has been shoved around by Warren Giles, presi- 
dent of the National League and a subservient messenger boy for 
his eight masters. They stand five to three against expansion of 
their league to 10 teams, which is the only way New York could get 
representation. They may be black-jacked by Shea’s intention to 
buck them with franchises in such towns as Houston, Dallas, Fort 


Worth, Atlanta, Denver, 


Toronto, 


Miami, Minneapolis-St. Paul, 


Detroit and a couple of California settlements. 


As Shea pointed out, the baseball people are soliciting kindnesses 
from Congress. They want their business to be put in the category 
of a national toy which would be immune from federal scrutiny. 
They are lobbying so they will not be declared a monopoly but mere- 
ly a frivolous society of happy sportsmen engaged in devising joy 
for the multitudes. Of course, baseball is only a game when it is 
played on the field, nine men to a side. In the offices it is as much a 
commercial proposition as a pawn shop. 


Congressmen from the states that Bill Shea mentioned as 
allies in the formation of a third union of teams certainly would 
have a reason to regard baseball as a monopoly if their constit- 
uents were not allowed to participate should they prove they 
have the resources to put eight teams into action. It is the first 
time since 1915, when the Federal League was founded, that a 
substantial force is threatening te bust the lock that the 16 major. 
league corporations have on their dodge. 


It is Shea’s contention that the league will come into being only 
if New York will enlist. He explained that there are numerous syn- 
dicates in New York eager to hold franchises and their team will 
be quartered in a stadium on Flushing Meadows. The place was re- 
jected by Walter O'Malley before he lammed to Los Angeles with 
his firm. Any action by O’Malley must be ignored because he used 
the offers made by New York as a bat which beat the Los Angeles 


politicians into line. 


—Of Human Bondage, Pensions, Ete. 


Naturally, the third league is still remote. There is much to be 
straightened out, and not the smallest is the matter of where the 
players’ will come from. The reserve clause is the baseball. mer- 
chant’s gimmick which puts a player in bondage to a club for as 
long as it finds him useful. It has never been declared illegal but 
it has never been opposed by such a congressional block as would 
develop if baseball financiers refused permits to a third league. 


The reserve clause would have to be invalidated because an 
independent league would have te entice its players from ex- 
isting payrolls. The right to raid would have to be settled in 
the courts, which baseball has ducked since it began. Such as 
Danny Gardella was reimbursed for being exiled after he sold 
his services to the Mexican League. Others, who were dramati- 
cally excluded for life, were forgiven and allowed to perform 
again in the American and National Leagues when it appeared 
that lawsuits might expose baseball’s obsolete labor relations. 
But it is doubtful if any guy now in the big leagues would for- 
feit his rights to a pension, unless a generous profit-sharing 
scheme was offered as a substitute. 


Immense sums will be needed to get a third league going. Base- 
ball hasn’t enough skillful players now and both leagues are un- 
balanced because of the shortage. But the plan will not be ridiculed 
by me because the committee, attempting to get New York a second 
team, was forced into this intimidation. There may never be a 
third league, but if organized baseball fights it for selfish r2asons, 
the whole structure of the game may be razed. It’s about time, too.
